disease from this source

dust is strewed over them, oil Ie sprit* 
hied on sud soft neap daubed over the 
cloth, which, rolled tightly, la thrown 
into a pot with others, where it reus 
about for twelve bourn or more. 
When taken from thin frtrtlen bath 
the needles require only finning la 
clean bot water, when they axe ready 
to be sorted and packed. — Chicago

Tbers are very few nights in the 
year when Paris policemen on their 
rounds do not stum ble upon a body ly­ 
ing in a gory pool. 
Sometimes the 
handle of a long, slender knife pro­ 
trudes between the shoulder blades; 
sometimes an agly gash bleeds from 
ear to ear; not seldom blood oozes 
from mouth, nose and ears. aa though 
the dead bud not sustained any ap­ 
parent wound, or three little starlike 
bruises may dot the temple, or a bluiab 
line an inch wide may mar the back 
of the neck, ju st above the collar line.

Apache is an adept at 
“sticking” bis man in very much the 
same way in which a Spanish torero 
dispatches a bull, with a single thrust 
between the shoulders, or at cracking 
a skull bone at one slam, he Is beld in 
little esteem and never allowed to 
tackle “big jobs’* in a dangerous neigh 
tiorbood. for Paris is s well policed 
city. The night hawk must strike Uke 
lightning, empty the dead man’s pock­ 
ets Id a wink and slink away Into the 
dark. T herefore Apaches very seldom 
carry guns: the knife I* silent. 
Toll­ 
ing. too. Is safe—so many people are 
known to have slipped and fractured 
their skulls! 
Unless the victim is es­ 
pecially well dressed (here is not much 
of an Inquiry 
When it is all over the gaug. which 
scatters like a flock of frightened spar­ 
rows. meets again at sou p* wineshop 
where no one Is Welcome who Is not 
“lo the business.” 
Apaches never try to conceal their 
nodal status. 
Their very clothes are 
a sort of w arning to the public. 
They 
«-veu affect a peculiar walk, the body 
iwnt from the loins, shoulders bunched 
aud 
bands plunging deep Into the 
trousers pockets. 
Hut who would dare 
to molest them? 
The Apache la a marked man 
He 
joins a gang at three or four and twen­ 
ty. and by thirty or tbirry-flve he bae 
gone. 
The maws of a Jail bold him 
for the balance of bls earthly exist­ 
ence. 
He knowe that.

Therefore while hi* freedom Isnt* there 
I* no desperate chance be will not take 
to get at the gold that alone could 
save bim 
Apaches are 
not 
born; 
they 
are 
made—made by the peculiar la wa of 
France. 
Every citizen of the repub­ 
lic. without distinction of rank or class, 
must serve under his country's flag 
for two years. Only the physically un­ 
fit escape that servitude. 
At the end 
of bls term In the rauke every French­ 
man seeking employment maze pre- 
-cut as means of identification his cer­ 
tificate of honorable discharge.
